For cer- 
tainly it was one of the greateft Helps to the King’s 
Affairs, about the latter End of that Tyranny, that 
many of his beft Friends difimbled their Counfels, and 
aéted the fame Defigns under the Difguifes and Names of 
other Parties. 

Tue Difguife which the Cavaliers wore in the Days 
of Cromwell, was the fame which their Defcendants, 
the Jacobites, have put onever fince. They durit not 
publickly avow the Caufe of the King, but diffembled 
their Sentiments, and pretended to act upon Republi- 
can Principles, becaufe that was the only probable Me- 
thod of diftrefling Cromwe/?s Government, whe ftiled 
himfelf Lord Prote&or of the Commonwealth, after he 
had turned the Parliament out of Doors. 

Far be it from me to condemn the Royalifts for op- 
pofing Cromwell's Ufurpation. My only Defign in mak- 
ing this Quotation, is to expofe the artificial Manage- 
ment Of Parties, that no-one may be mifled by the Se- 
ducers of the prefent Age, to join in Meafures contrary 
to the true Intereft of their King and Country. 

Arter the Death of Cromwe//, and the Reftoration 
of King Char/es Il. thete infruating Gentry, who had 
diffembled their Sentiments, and pretended to be Re- 
publicans and the Friends of Liberty, during the Inter- 
regnum, began to appear in their proper Colours.

Continuation of the Fournal of the Proceedings 2f the Dyet 
at Was faw : 


ON the 10th Inffant the Count Poninsky, Dire&tor 

of the Dyet, open’d the Seffion With a Reprefen- 
tation of all the Meafures which the King, prompted 
by his natural Goodne(s, has hitherto taken to fatisfy 
the Demands of the Deputies, in that his Majefty had 
not only renewed his Affurances to them that the 
Foreign Troops fhall depart; but had fent Orders to 
the Generalsthat command them to demand no more 
Provilions. He added, that in order to crown the 
Withes of the Deputies, the King had caufed the A& 
they demanded for the Departure of the Troops, to be 
‘difpatch’d, and that he had aétually brought them a 
Copy of it, which he caufed to be read to the Aflem- 
bly. M. Sokolowsky, the Deputy of Cujavia, a 
Gentleman ftaunch in the Oppofition, exprefied his 
Thanks for the King’s gracious Grant of that A& ; 
but demanded that the Communication of the Original 
might be deferred till next Day, when, he faid, the 
Aflembly would be the better enabled to examine the 
Contents of it. This Demand was oppofed by feveral 
of the Deputies, who obferved that it was unprecedent- 
-ed, and that it was not the Ufage of that Aflembly to 
put off the Communication of Papers of that Kind, till 
the next Day. Neverthelefs, Sokolowsky perfifted 
in his Obje€tion, and others join’d him in it; which 
was the Reafon that the Suffrages for the Eleétion of a 
Marfhal, were not colleéted. . Poninsky then caufed 
the Aét to be read a fecond Time, that the Gentlemen 
in the Oppofition might be the better informed of the 
Contents of it ; and a confiderable Number of the De- 
puties took that Occafion to acknowledge the Praife 
that was due so the King for the coakaat Weadine’ bis

for the fecond Offence, or to pay 20 1. Fine; and for. 
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Maricty fhes'd to comply with évery thing demanded 
of him; and freth Acempts were then made to engage 
the Opponents to defiit from their lat Demand. Fo 
the beter Succefs of their Endeavours, and to give the 


more Force to their Reprefentations, the King deputed 
three Gentlemen from the Senate, viz. the Palatines of 
Pedolia; Culm, and Novagrad, who affured the Affem- 
bly of his Majeity’s good Intentions, and that thofe of 
the Senate were contorfaable to his Majeily’s ; and they 
exhorted the Deputies to give Proofs of their Refpect 


to his Majefty, and their Attachment to the Laws, by 
conforming to the Conftitution of 1690, which fettles 
the Method how Affairs ought to be treated in General 
Dyets. M. Poninsky — colleéted the Suffrages of 
the Deputies, that he might know what Antwer to re 
turn on their Part to the Deputies from the Senate, de- 
Glared in the Name of the whole Affembly, that they 
were full of Gratitude for the King’s Paternal Care, 
and for the Senate’s Concurrence therewith ; and, that 
the Deputies defired nothing with more Zeal, than to 
pay their Duty to his Majtity in a Body, and to have 
a new Marfhal to introduce them to him. M. Poninsky 
improved this Opportunity to fift them, whether the 
Aflurance they had now given his Majeity by his Lips, 
was fincere, and if the Deputation from the Senate 
had made any real Impreffion upon them ; or whether 
this Affurance was only for the Sake of Form and 
Compliment: For this purpofe he propofed to put the 
Queition for the Ele&tion of a Marfhal. But this was 
again oppofed by the Deputies of Cujavia, Liwa, and 

ur,*apd their Adherents, Who infifted upon another 
tps forthe Communication of the A& or Diploma to 
them, concerning the Departure of the Foreign Troops. 
'M. Poninsky perceiving that "twas to no Purpole to 
argue with them any farther then, adjournea the 
Seifion to the pext Day. 

On the'11th the Deputy of Rofanez, whom the Op- 
ponents had found Means to bring over to their Party, 
together with*the Deputies of Livonia and Lencicia, 
demandéd, that, purfuant to his Inftruétions, the Ruf- 
fian and Saxon Troops fhould depart the Kingdom, 
before the Eleétion of a Marfhal; which Demand was 
fo extraordinary, and fo unexpeéted, that it occafion’d 
a great Feud in the-Aflembly. This Deputy was given 
to underftand, that his Propofal could not be admitted ; 
Becaufe the other Deputies had engaged not to debate 
any Affair-after the Election ofa Marfhal, but the en- 
tire Evacuation of the foreign ‘Troops, of which they 
were already aflured by the King’s Diploma. But the 
Deputy of Rofanez, back’d by the Opponents, per- 
fitted in his Demand ; and others, as dextrous as him- 
felf at ftarting Difficulties, faid, that the Term for the 
Departure of the Troops, was not fixed in the Diploma, 
which ought to be inferted firft of all ; and that then 
the Aét thould be read a third Time. The Deputy of 
Cujavia, and thofe of his Party, infifted, that the A& 
fhould be communicated to them, in order for their Ex- 
amination ; Which Variety of Opinions gave Birth to 
new Debates ; and the Director, to put a Stop to them, 
adjourned the Seflion to the 12th. It begins 
now to be pretty evident, that the Gentlemen in the 
Oppojfition, who affect to be thought fuch Patriots, and 
plume themfelves on being the Leaders of what they 
call the Country Party, have not fuch honeft Intentions 
as they would fain make the World believe. But it 
may pees adminifter fome Comfort to them, that
